SUICIDE IN A HOSPITAL. 


The Terrible Death of John Wells, a Sick 
Coachman, 


John Wells, a coachman in the employ of 
E. O. Stanard, committed suicide at the Mul- 
lanphy Hospital, better known as the Sisters’ 
Hospital, near Grand and St. Louis avenues, 
at4o’clock this morning, and aghastly sui- 
cide it was, too. Wednesday he was admitted 
to the institution, being brought there from 
Mr. Stanard’s residence, No. 3629 Lindell av- 


enue. Wells was suffering from pneumonia 
but from the time he was admitted appeare 
to improve. He had not been delirious 
since brought there. At 10:30 last night 
Joseph Dreier, the day nurse of the institu- 
tion talked with Welle, who appeared to be do- 
ing nicely and said nothing which would lead 
bim to believe the man had any intention of 
taking his life. The night nurse, Andrew Cot- 
ter, saw the patient alive at 40o’clock this 
morning and a half hour later when he called, 
the man wasdead. His throat was cut and in 
his right hand he heid a bloody pocket-knife 
with which the deed had evidently been com- 
mitted. Before he eut his throat he had 
evidently stabbed himself several times, there 
being seven or eight gashes on his right side 
and one on his left side. No note was left by 
him, and the cause of the suicide is unknown. 
Mr. ard when notified of the death stated 
that he would take charge of the body and 
give it burial. Wells was 27 years of age, un- 
mn ed, and a native of Kentucky. An in- 
quest was held on the body and a verdict of 
suicide was returned.

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Next Tuesday evening a bill authorizing the 
sale of the real estate of the Mullanphy Fund 
and the conversion of the fund into city 
bonds, will be introduced in the Municipal 
Assembly. The bill, which has been pre- 
pared by Olity-Counselor Hell, directs 
the sale of all the Mullanphy real 
estate situated in this city, held and 
owned by the city under the will of Bryan 
Mullanphy, in trust to furnish relief to poor 
emigrants and travelers coming to 8t. Louis 
on their way to settle inthe West. The pro- 
ceeds of the sales, which shall be for cash, 
shall be converted into city bonds at par. For 
this purpose any issue of the municipal bonds 
of 1887 and 1888 may be made use of. The 
money from the sales shall be paid into 
the City Treasury and used for the redemption 
and payment of city bonds exclusively. Each 
bond issued for this purpose is to be stamped 
as follows: This bond is the property of the 
Mullanpby Emigrant Relief Fund, and is not 
transferable.’’ The coupons shall, as they 
mature, be delivered to and collected by the 
Secretary of the Mullanphy Board, and shall 
constitute the fund out of which the annual 


expenditures of the Mullanphy Board shall be 
made. All of the posed sales shall be 
made subject to the approval of the Mullan- 
phy Board. The bill also provides that at the 
muturity of the bonds they shail be taken up 
by refunding bonds issued for the purpose of 
meeting Or maturing bonds. 
The Mullanphy nd owns siderable 
roperty inthe northern and southern por- 
ions of the city. Its affairs, according to the 
terms of the will of Bryan Mullanphy, are un- 
der municipal management. The real estate 
held by the Fund is not subject to taxation. 
This fact has caused property-owners renting 
places adjoining Mullanphy property, to com- 
pais. claiming that they suffer an injustice 
the exemption granted the Fund property. 
The financial officers of the city claim that the 
city looses the annual taxon several hundred 
thousand dollars’ worth of — en Ac- 
cording to the reports made to the Council the 


„me of the fund from the property now 


about , per month for ex- 
penditure in charity, as contemplat- 
ed by the will of the founder.

Passenger Rates— Missouri Tarifis—The Santa 
Fe’s Capture—Notes. 


The interview with General-Manager Chap- 
pell, which appeared in the Post-DISPATCH 
yesterday, created a great deal of interest and 
commentin local railroad circles. It was a 
talk straight from the shoulder, 
and coming direct from headquarters 
showed that the reports of the 


Chicago & Altom’s disposition in the 
present fight were correct. r. Chappell laid 
down the . ot his road in plain terms, and 
it cannot be taken to mean afiything else ex- 
cept that the Alton is in to stay, and intends to 
demoralize rates until Gen. McNulta or his 
successor in the Wabash road wil] have to 
come to terms or consent to ruin. It is the 
policy of destroying altogether in order to 
build up n. 

representatives of the St. Louis roads 
who attended the meeting of the Western 
Passenger Association say that the feeling in 
Chicago is extremely bitter and that anything 
like compromise is out of the question. Asfor 
that organization, it is said that the outlook in 
the passenger line is better than was 
anticipated. A committee was appointed 
to report on the advisability of continuing 
it and on the way to do so, and also to amend 
the rales in whatever particulars may be 
thought best. As yet the prediction of a 
cut in passenger rates between here and Chi- 
cago has not n verified, but there is a feel- 
ing of uncertainty, and the Wabash and Alton 
people are watching each other closely to take 
advantage of the first break discovered. 


Missouri Rates. 


Railroad Commissioner Harding was in town 
to-day looking over the field at this end of the 
State. With regard tothe action of the Kan- 
sas Commissioners in reducing rates in that 


State, and the Illinois Commissioners in con- 
sidering the question of making reductions all 
over the State, he said that Missouri is doing 
first rate, and that as Sg are going the 
railroads are relieving the Commissioners of 
any duties on rates. ey are reducing the 
rates themselves. The reductions started by the 
Chicago & Alton on account ofthe Llinois re- 
ductions are being followed by all the other 
roads which are competitors of the Alton.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., January 18.—Speelals to 
the Evening Wisconsin from the interior of the 

State show that cities are 
shut off from seg: communication with the 
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Mysterious Death of the Continental Rash’ 
President’s Son— Found Dying on the 
Floer of His Reom With a Bullet-Hole 
in Bis Head—He Lives Nearly an Hour 
Unconscious—The Family Inclined to the 
Belief That Was an Accident—The Phy- 
sician’s Statement. 


Shortly before 10 o’clock this morning Wil- 
son G. Baker, only son of Isaac G. Baker, 
President of the Continental Bank, shot him- 
self, in his room, at his father’s house, 8753 
Pine street. A few minutes later he died from 
the effects of the wound. Whether he killed 
himself accidentally or intentionally is not 
known. ‘There is some mystery about the 
tragedy, and the family do not supply any ex- 
planation nor hint that would lead to a solu- 
tion of the mystery. 

Baker was 21 years old; was born in St. Louis 
and was educated in the city. He attended 
the Manual Training School for a year, and 
latterly has been studying book-keep- 
ing. The only employment he ever 
had was with the feed-house of David Car- 
lisle at 114 Chestnut street. His service with 
them was for the experience he could gain. 
As far as is known, he had no trouble with his 
employer nor any of his friends, had no love 
affair, nor any disappointment that would give 
him a motive for suicide. On the contrary, 
he had every inducement to live. His home 
was pleasant, his father’s means ample, and 
his friends numerous. He was liked by all the 
people who knew him and well regarded by 
his father’s friends. He was not ambitious to 
make a mark in the world, was fond of 
amusements, and at times peculiar. At 
school be did not make wonderful 
progress, and did not always enjoy perfect 
health, though he was not considered delicate. 
His friends say he was somewhat nervous and 


had a habit of rubbing the sides of his head 
with his hands in a peculiar fashion when 
amused. 

THE SHOOTING. 

There were no witnesses of the shooting. 
Young Baker had owned a five-chambered, 
88-caliber revolver for some time, and on sev- 
eral occasions his mother had remonstrated 
with him for keeping it about the house. 
Yesterday he shot a number of rats 
in the stable behind his father’s house, and 
his mother again spoke to him about having 
the revolver. This morning he appeared at 
the breakfast table at the usual time, 
and did not seem be out of 
health or in any manner disturbded. 
He ate breakfast with the family—his father, 
mother and sister. After leaving the table he 
remained for some minutes down stairs. His 
father went away to business and bis mother 
and sister busied themselves about household 
duties, At a few minutes before 10 o’clock 
Miss Baker, who had started up the irs, 
heard the report of a pistol-shot coming 
from Wiison's room. She ran up the stairs 
followed by her mother. Entering her 
brother’s room she saw him lying pros- 
trate on the floor near the 
southeast corner of e room, 
his head toward the south. Near him lay his 
revolver. A quick examination told the horri- 
fied relatives the young man had been terribly 
wounded. messenger was sent at once 
for a physician and Dr. M. P. Morrell of 319 
North Grand Avenue was at the house in a few 
minutes. A telephone message was sent to the 
Continental Bank to inform Isaac G. 
Baker of his son’s misfortune. The father had 
had not reached the when the 
me was received. When he 
arrived he was told, and accompanied 
by his brother, G. A. Baker, drove 
immediately to his home. As he entered the 
house, or a few miuutes before, the boy 
breathed the last. He had been unconscious 
from the first, and the exact moment of death 
was difficult to determine, as bis breathing to- 
ward the last was very faint. He lived be- 
tween three-quarters of an hour and an 
hour after the shot was d. 
When the revolver was picked up 
it was found that only one chamber had beeu 
emptied. There were no tools lying near, nor 
any material for cleaning or reloading the re- 
volver. However, the chambers had all been 
emptied yesterday and had not again been
